The real owners of the Lorain County Elec- 


tric Company are making large profits on their 
* 


total investment, and in a few months the low 
in Elyria is likely to be a gain, as it has been 
heretofore, and in any case, they do not reduce 
the price of their commodity when abnormal 
profits are being made. 


The rate for current now is higher in Ely- 


ria than it is in many other places, such as 
Cleveland, Berea and Norwalk, and it is even 
higher than it is upon some parts of the same 
system of the Lorain County Electric Company, 
notably North Amherst.

The citizens of Elyria could certainly dis-

tribute their current as cheaply as North Am- 
herst, and if the Electric Company sells to the 
city as cheaply as to North Amherst, the rate 
can be reduced rather than raised. 


The citizens should have the privilege of 


expressing their will in all such matters.
